Washington, Aug. 8—(AP) —A 


daring attempt to forestall the 
Garsson munitions combine expose 
was disclosed officially today with 
a senate war investigating com- 
mittee announcement that it has 
the names of the "individuals'" in- 
volved. 


The committee formally set FBJ 


agents on the trail of the myster- 
ious, post-midnight prowler who 
looted its secret files months ago 
of documents being collected for 
the inquiry. 


Simultaneously, the committee 


obtained a promise of new expert 
assistance in its search for war- 
time fraud and anti-profiteering 
loopholes as another in a series 
of developrucnts which included: 


1. The formal committee an- 


nouncement that it 
had 
been 


furnished information as to "the 
identity of the individuals" Who 
allegedly gained entrance to its 
offices at 2 a. m., carted off files 
on the Garsson combine, copied 
them in a downtown office, and 
returned them a few hours later. 
The names were withheld "for the 
time being." 


Some Documents Missing 


2. A similar official disclosure 


that some of 
the 
committee's 


documents—including details of 
the operations of Erie Basin and 
Batavia Metal Products Compan- 
ies, two of the concerns in the 
combine—have been missing since 
last fall. The committee reported 
that the FBI inquiry "is being 
developed." 


3. A promise by Comptroller 


General Lindsay Warren to lend 
the committee two of his "ablest" 
auditors to go behind the figures 
in complicated 
war 
contracts. 


The committee got

book-keeping detectives from the 
Bureau of Internal

4. An offer by Warren to sup- 


ply "examples" of weaknesses in 
government procurement uncov- 
ered in its audits of war con- 
tracts. Warren said these would

ranted "allowances."

Falmouth, England, Aug. 8.— 


(AP)—The collision-battered U. S. 
merchant ship American' Farmer 
reached Falmouth today under her 
own power, safe from the perils of 
the sea but, still the center of a 
stormy salvage controversy. 


Escorted by her sister ship, the 


American Ranger, the crippled 
vessel was taken in tow a mile out- 
side the port by the harbor tugs 
Norgrave and Lynch and finally 
dropped anchor at 7:40 a. m. (1:40 
a. m. CDT). 


Officials refused to permit news- 


men to board the 8,000-ton Ameri- 
can Farmer, which had a gaping 
hole in her port bow to show for 
her collision with the American 
merchant ship William J. Riddle 
several hundred miles off the Eng- 
lish coast last week. 


The U. S. Lines, owner of the 


Farmer, announced, however, that 
Capt. Oscar Johnson of the Ranger 
would hold a press conference at 
noon. 


Offer Cash Security 


Johnson put a. skeleton crew 


aboard the Farmer after she had 
seen abandoned by her own crew 
on the high seas and taken in tow 
by the 2,000-ton' British steamer 
Elizabete, which is now claiming 
salvage rights. 


The Elizabete put into Barry, 


Wales, 125 miles north of Fal- 
mouth, about three hours after the 
American Farmer arrived here. 
Newsmen were permitted to board 
ler and a member of the Eliza- 
bete's crew said that the Ranger's 
crew was "very decent about it" 
when they took over the Farmer. 


The British ministry of trans- 


port has filed a salvage claim 
against the Farmer and her cargo, 
valued at a total of $4,500,000. The

daily bag limit from 10 to 7, and 
the possession limit from' 20 to 14. 


Shooting hours for waterfowl, 


coot, rails and gallinules will run 
from one-half hour before "sun- 
rise to one-half " before sunset. 
This clips one-half hour from the 
closing end of the day. 


In announcing the regulations, 


Krug called 
the 
duck-hunting 


rules the most drastic since 1938. 


By way of explanation, Krug 


said in a statement accompanying 
the regulations:

prolong the conference. The meet-

after 10 days, still has not 


reached consideration of the draft 
peace treaties for Italy, Romania, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Finland— 
prime purpose of the conference. 


First speaker of the session to- 


day. Molotov said he did not think

conference recommendation 


voted by less than a two-thirds 
majority would have much weight 
with the council of four principal 
foreign ministers. 


Open Plenary Session 


A British proposal, supported 


by the United States, had been ap- 
proved by the rules committee 
providing that recommendation 
voted either by a two-thirds or a 
simple majority, should go to the 
foreign ministers council for con- 
sideration, although those with a 
two-thirds majority would have 
more weight. The council has the 
final say on including such recom- 
mendations in the treaties. 


Molotov said these voting rules 


would "confuse the whole confer- 
ence." 


Until Molotov spoke it had been 


assumed that adoption of the rules 
by the full conference was a fore- 
gone conclusion since all the mem- 
bers of the 21-natkm conference 
were represented in the rules com- 
mittee. 


Georges Bidault, the temporary 


president of the conference, sum- 
moned the delegates of the 21 par 
ticipating nations into a plenary 
session at 4 p.m., 10 a.m. (CDT) to 
receive the proposals of procedure 
drafted by the rules committee. 


Today's session was to be Bi- 


dault's last as temporary presi- 
dent. After acepting the rules of 
procedure, the conference will be 
headed by U. S. Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes under a ro- 
tation puan in which the big four 
ministers will take turns in pre- 
siding for three days each. 


Big Italian Delegation 


The rules committee approved 


yesterday American-Russian pro- 
posals to invite representatives of 
Italy, Romania. Bulgaria, 
Hun- 


gary and Finland to sit on both 
the plenary and committee ses- 
sions, and the five former enemy 
states were expected to begin par- 
ticipation Saturday. 


Italian Premier Alcide de Gas- 


peri arrived yesterday from Rome, 
accompanied by former Premier 
Ivanoe Bonomi and Giuseppe Sa- 
ragat, president of the Italian con- 
stituent 
assembly.

joined by a staff of political ad- 
visors and technical experts com- 
prising a 120-man Italian dele- 
gation which is striving to save 
Italy's frontiers and salvage some 
of her colonial empire. 


Unusual Harmony 


The final session of the rules 


committee yesterday reflected a 
harmony which had been conspic- 
uously absent during the bitter 
wrangling Monday and Tuesday. 
Byrnes waved jauntily to Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
as he left the concluding ses- 
sion.

(AP)—"Poosh-'em-up" Tony 
zeri, who claimed as teammates on 
the New York Yankees such base- 
ball greats as Babe Ruth, and Lou 
Gehrig, is dead at 42.

league infielder, who started base- 
ball as a youngster on San Fran- 
cisco's sand lots and played in 
seven World Series, six with the 
Yanks and one with the Cubs dur- 
ing the 1930's was found in his su- 
burban home yesterday by his 
wife, Maye. and a brother-in-law, 
Louie Servente, when they return- 
ed from a vacation.

Lazzeri died either of a heart at- 
tack or as a result of a fall. The 
body was found slumped at the 
foot of a straicase near the ent- 
rance of the home. He had been 
an estimated 36 hours when found 
yesterday. 


Lazzen started his professional 


career in Salt Lake City in 1922. 
He was farmed that year to Peoria 
of the Three I league, in 1924 was

league and hi 1925 began his ca- 
reer as a star with the Salt Lake 
City club of the old Pacific Coast 
league. It was there that he set 
a Coast league record of 60 home 
runs in one season and was eyed

Yanks in 1937, then to the New 
York Giants where he wound up .

came manager in mid-season of 
the Toronto club in the Interna- 
tional league.

Seals of the Pacific Coast league, 
he was released at his own re- . 
quest and in recent years had been 
the operator of a tavern m San 
Francisco.

as it goes, the immediate question 
is how long the breathing spell 
Will last.

Tokyo—(AP)—A strangely as- 


sorted group of top ranking Jap- 
anese—including three who have 
been named as war criminal sus- 
pects—worked for two years be- 
hind the scenes to maneuver Ja- 
pan into a position to surrender 
Adm. 
Keisuke Okada, former pre- 


mier said. 


The group had the ear of Em- 


peror Hirohito, and on at least one 
occasion his active 
intervention. 


But it was not until the night of 
Aug. 13, 1945, Okada said in an in- 
terview, that the ruler broke up a 
stormy session of the cabinet and 
made the 
fateful 
decision 
by 


which Japan accepted the terms of 
Potsdam. 


Peace overtures were started 


through Russian officials in Febr- 
uary, 1945, six months before Rus- 
sia entered the war, Okada dis- 
closed. The basic point of these 
peace feelers was the retention of 
the emperor. The admiral said 
Japan would have been torn by 
an "internal upheaval" if the al- 
lies had insisted on removal of 
Hirohito. 


War Was Wrong. He Says 
Okada said he was anxious to 


restore peace "because the war 
was wrong from the. start" and he 
wanted to save Japan from an- 
nihilation. 


The Japanese successes of 1942 


nulified any peace attempts at 
first, Okada said, but reverses be- 
gan the following year. Then four

April, 1945, the surrender faction 
was able to name as Premier Adm. 
Kantaro Suzuki, an old time court 
attache. Premier Suzuki's actual 
mission was to win a peace set- 
tlement, although the danger of 
an uprising among the fanatics 
necessitated hiding his purpose at 
first. 


Suzuki was chosen in a meeting 


of the elder statesmen with seven 
members supporting him. His lone 
opponent was former Premier To- 
jo. Okada and Tojo felt the army 
would not be pleased with the 
selection of Suzuki but by then no 
one paid any attention to To- 
jo. 


Okada claimed that he and Mar- 


quis Kido carefully chose the cab- 
inet members so as to give the 
peace group a majority. But their 
selection for war minister, the late 
Lt. Gen. Korechika Anami, turned 
on them under army pressure, 
Emperor Hirohito finally 
broke 


the cabinet deadlock by accepting 
the peace terms. Anami committed 
hara-kiri.

COMPENSATION ACT AND BOND ISSUE 


Public notice is hereby given that at the General Election to be 


held on the fifth day of November, A. D. 19-16, there is to be submitted 
to tne voters of Illinois, for approval or rejection, the proposition of 
contracting' a debt of $385,000,000.00 by the issuance and sale of bonds 
ot the State of Illinois, the principal of and interest upon such bonds 
to be paid by certain additional taxes to be levied and imposed, and 
said debt to be contracted for the purpose, in the manner and to be 
paid as provided by an enactment of the First Special Session of the 
Sixty-Fourth General Assembly approved June 14. 1946. 


THK ACT ()!•' THE GUNEKAL ASSEMBLY 


The Act of the Geneial Assembly hereinbefore mentioned is as 


follows: 


An act to provide payment of compensation to certain persons 


who served with the military or naval forces of the United States 
prior to or in the recent war with Germany, Italy, Japan and other 
nations, or to their survivors, and to authorize the issuance and sale 
of bonds ot the State of Illinois to make said payments and to provide 
for the payment of the principal of and interest upon said bonds by a 
direct annual tax and by taxes levied and imposed by amendinsr Sec- 
tions 6, 10 and lOa of the "Illinois Horse Racing- Act", filed June 1C, 
1927, as amended, and by taxes levied and imposed by amending 
Sections '2. o, and 29 of the""Cigarette Tax Act", approved June 2, 1911. 
as amended. 


Be it enacted by Hie 1'eople ol the State of Illinois, represented in 


the Cieueral Assemblj : 


Article 1. 


Section" 1-1. Every' person who served in active duty in the mili- 


tary or naval service of the United States at any lime on or after 
September 16. 19'IO and prior to September 3, 1945, and who, at the 
time of entering such service, was a resident of the State of Illinois, 
and who is honorably separated or discharged from such service, or 
who if still in active service, or has been retired, or has been fur- 
loughed to a reserve and who WHS in such service for a period of 
at least sixty clays shall be entitled to receive from the Illinois Com- 
pensation Fund of the State treasury compensation of ten dollars for 
each month that such person was in active domestic service and fifteen 
dollars for each month that such person was in active foreign service 
during such period; provided, that any person who was in active duty 
in the military or naval service of the United States on September 
2. 1945. may. for the purpose of qualifying' for the minimum compen- 
sation under this Act, receive credit for such service thereafter but 
prior to November 1. 1945 pioviclecl further that the minimum com- 
pensation payable under this Act shall be fifty dollars. Compensa- 
tion for a fraction ot a month of service shall be paid on the basis 
dt one-thirtieth (1 :;0) of the above monthly amounts for each day of 
such service.

in the State treasury. The salaries of the secretary, steward, director 
of mutuels. veterinarians, representatives, accountants, clerks, stenog- 
raphers, inspectors and other employees of the Illinois Racing Board, 
and all expenses of said Board incident to the administration of this 
Act, shall be paid out of the General Revenue Fund. 
The Agricul- 


tural Premium Fund shall be used only for the payment of prize money
